The expedition was commanded by 
Gen. Juan Rius Rivera, a veteran of 
the ten-year war. Second in command 
was Mcj. Raoul Marbi, who, only a 
month ago, came to this city with a 
letter from Antonio Maceo. Others in 
the party were Francisco Gomez, eld- 
est son of Gen. Maximo Gomez, and 
Gray Lee, C. F. Weiss, J. C. Sautee and 
John Drew, American artillery men. 

The party took 10,000 rifles, 400,000 
cartridges, one dynamite cannon and 
100 shots, 2000 pounds of dynamite, ma- 
chetes and clothing and medicines.

The Porte Issues Notices to Its For- 
eign Representatives. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PBESS WIRE.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 9. — (By 
Atlantic Cable. Delayed in transmis- 
sion.) Protests of the British and Ital- 
fan Embassies at the deportation of 
Armenians had but little effect. The 
Turkish government sent a circular to 
its ministers abroad saying that in 
view of securing the maintenance of 
order here, it had been decided to send 
to their native countries all unem- 
strangers, and provincial of- 

cials had been instructed to watch all 


such persons and prevent their return 
to Constantinople.

PERRY’S VICTORY. 


It is Commemorated at the Cleve- 
land Centennial.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 10.—Beautiful 
weather greeted Perry’s Victory day,the 
closing day of the city’s centennial cel- 
ebration. Nearly all business-houses 
were closed. The streets were filled 
with enormous crowds. Excursion 
trains brought thousands of visitors. 
The celebration began at 5:80 o'clock 
forty-five guns. At 3:30 o’clock there 
was a reception to Gov Lippitt and 
staff of Rhode Island and other dis- 
tinguished visitors. An hour later the 
exercises in Central Armory com- 
menced. 

Mayor McKisson introduced Gov. 
Bushnell of Ohio as president. Gov. 
Charles Lippitt of Rhode Island deliv- 
ered an oration. 

He was followed by ex-United States 
Senator M. C. Butler of South Carolina, 
néphew of Commodore Oliver Hazzard 
Perry. Rev. G. R. Manchester, third 
cousin of Commodore Perry, made the 
closing prayer. This afternoon there 
was a great civic and industrial pa- 
geant in which thousands took part.

Synod of Catholic Priests Passes an 
Obnoxious Law.

As fast 
as the stock is produced, the finishing 
departments will open and by tcmor- 
row it is expected that the whole of 
the mammoth plant will be in opera- 
tion.

The officials 
say that the plant will operate as long 
as the business situation permits. 


Inhaled Gas and Died. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Leo Ober- 
warth, cloak-dealer and maker, mem- 
ber of the wholesale firm of Lowen- 
stein & Oberwarth, was found dead at 
the Vanderbilt Hotel tcday. Two days 
ago Oberwarth registered as William 
Jones. He seemed to have plenty of 
money. When found today Oberwarth 
had in his mouth one end of a rubber 
tube, which was fastened to a wide- 
open gas-burner. The only reason 
known for the suicide is despondency 
over the health of his young son, who is 
low with consumption. 


Fire on the Bancroft. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10—A fire oc- 
curred today on the United States 
cruiser Bancroft, lying in the drydock 
at the Brooklyn navy-yard, prepara- 
tory to setting sail for Constantinople.

Makes a Talk at Canton for the 
Gold Standard.

A RUSH FOR REBATES. 


What the San Francisco Authorities 
are Looking For. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—Officials 
expect that a descent will be made on 
the City Hall by thousands of people 
clamoring for a rebate as soon as the 
local tax rate is fixed. The city has 
collected too much money from them 
for personal property taxes and must 
pay part of it back. 

Under the present revenue law, the 
Assessor must compel the payment of 
taxes on personal property not secured 
by real estate as soon as he makes the 
assessment. In calculating the amount 
of these taxes, he takes the rate 
adopted by the Supervisors the year 


before. The taxes are for one fiscal. 


year and the rate is for the previous 
fiscal year. Confusion is thus caused. 

The rate for the fiscal year for which 
these taxes are paid is lower than that 
for last year, when the Assessor col- 
lected at the rate of $2.25 on the $100, 
that rate including the State as well as 
the city and county taxes. 

This year the total rate for city and 
State purposes will probably be less 
than $1.60 on the $100, and the differ- 
ence must be refunded to the tax- 


yers. 

Auditor Broderick, who is seeking to 
have arrangements made in advance of 
the anticipated rush, thinks that there 
were between 30,000 and pay- 
ments for these personal property 
taxes. A large amount of clerical 
work will be entailed, It is understood

COL. SHAFTER’S COMMAND. 


Artillery to Be Concentrated and In- 
fantry to Re Scattered. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—Col. 
Shafter, formerly a resident of Angel 
Island, has removed from there his 
household furniture and other goods 
and chattels, being transported on the 
government steamer Gen. McDowell 
and landed at Fort Mason. 

This new move has no particular sig- 
nificnce, excepting that it is carrying 
out the orders issued a couple of 
months ago by the War Department. 
It is understood that the purpose of 
the orders is to concentrate artillery 
regiments on the seacoasts. To do this 
all the detached batteries of the regi- 
ment scattered in outlying stations are 
ordered into headquarters, when Gen.

WEALTHY MEN ARRESTED. 


Accused of Taking Firearms into the 
Yosemite Valley.

WAWONA, Sept. 10.—Six prominent 
and wealthy men of San Francisco 
were arrested in Yosemite Valley Mon- 
day by United States soldiers, and were 
taken to Wawona by an armed escort.

Failure of the Firm of Phillips Bros. 
The Causes.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—Phil- 
lips Bros., general merchants at 
Arroyo Grande, have been attached by 
Baker & Hamilton for $1768. The at- 
tachment has precipitated the failure 
of Phillips Bros.,, who have been in 
business in Arroyo Grande for twenty 
years. The liabilities of the firm ag- 
gregate about $85,000, of which $60,000 is 
due in this city, and the rest in San 
Luis Obispo county.

GLENS FALLS (N. T.,) Sept. 10.— 
The first of the series of three races be- 
tween the great pacing stallions, John 
R. Gentry, 2:03%, and Star Pointer, 
2:04%, for a purse of $5000, with $500 
added by the association should the 
track record of 2:03 be beaten, took 
place today on the track of the North- 
ern New York Trotting-Horse-Breed- 
ers’ Association at Glens Falls. Last 
week at Fleetwood John R. Gentry low- 
ered the colors of Robert J., Frank 
Agan and Star Pointer, winning the 
most remarkable harness race on rec- 
ord, pacing the fastest three consecu- 
tive miles known. 

Today the same handsome stallion 
equaled the world’s record made by 
Robert J. at Terre Haute two years ago, 
going a mile and winning the heat by 
almost a full length in 2:01%. The aver- 
age time for the three heats of today’s 
race was just one-quarter of.a second 
slower than the world’s record made at 
Fleetwood last week. This match 
brought out upward of 7000 people. The 
horses looked fit to make the race of 
their lives. 

Shortly before 2:30 o’clock the first 
heat of the big race was called. Gentry 
came first on the track and received 
an ovation as he passed the grand- 
stand. Star Pointer followed . 
and was equally well received. 
ty were selling 1 to 2 on Gentry and 

to 5 on Star Pointer. They closed at 
5 to 2 on Gentry. They were given the 
word on the second score. Star Pointer 
had the pole. They started very level, 
and held the position from the wire to 
the half-mile pole with Gentry at Star 
Pointer’s saddle. Andrews let out a 
little, and Gentry closed up the dis- 
tance, but a moment later went back 
to Star Pointer’s seat. As they sped 
around into the home stretch the stal- 
lions were as if in one harness. Then, 
with a furious drive, the Fleetwood rec- 
ord-holder pushed his nose ahead and 
won the heat in 2:03%. 

The second heat was catlied at 4 
o' clock. At that time quite a breeze 
was blowing, and this seemed to 
dampen all hopes of a record-breaking 
performance.

MCCARTHY 
~ COMING BACK. 
Exciting Capture in a 


Street Car. 


Overpowered Despite His Gun by 
a San Francisco Cop. 


Strong Evidence That He was in 
the Tunnel Plot. 


His Scope of Operations also Be- 
Meved to Include Train-robbing. 
What Chief Glass Says of a Gang 
of Hard Characters. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept 10.—John 
McCarthy, alias Bigelow, was arrested 
car last night for 
complicity in the attempt to tunnel 
into the vaults of the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles some five morths 
ago. When arrested McCarthy drew a 
big revolver, and presented it at the 
officer, who followed suit, much to the 
consternation of the other passengers, 
who, not understanding the situation, 
restrained both men. 

After a desperate struggle, which 
lasted for several minutes, McCarthy 
Was overpowered and handcuffed. The 
police authorities are very reticent 
about their prisoner, but they are act- 
ing upon the theory that McCarthy 
was the master mind who developed 
the plan to rob the Los Angeles bank. 
How many were in the gang the Los 
Angeles police were unable to ascer- 
tain, but they believe the number was 
close to a dozen. 

The planning was done in San Fran- 
cisco and the directions sent out from 
here, it is said, by two noted crooks, 
Natheny and Ryerson When the po- 
lice discovered what was going on they 
notified every bank and ’ewelry store 
in the city that a robbery was to be 
expected and warned them to take ex- 
tra precaution to see that their vaults 
were solid. 

The police believe the prisoner’s 
scope of criminal effort is not limited to 
bank robbing... They think that the 
prisoner is sometimes known as Math- 
eny, and that he is affiliated with Mor- 
gan and his gang of train bandits who 
recently attempted to hold up the 
overland passenger train near Sacra- 
mento. a 

CAPT. LEES CONFIDENT. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—Police 
Captain Lees is confident that John 
McCarthy, arrested last night on a Post- 
street street car for complicity in the 
attempt to tunnel into the vaults cf the 
First National Bank of Los Angeles, 
is the right man. Lees says he re 
ceived information a few days ago tnat 
McCarthy was here and shadowed him, 
and is now convinced from the evi- 
dence he has received that the much- 
sought-after man is safe in prison.

SENSA NAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—The po- 
lice here are greatly pleased over the 
arrest of the alleged Los Angeles bank- 
robber, John McCarthy, who was cap- 
tured last night after a fierce struggle 
on a street car. McCarthy is an ex- 
prize-fighter, and is said to have a na- 
tional reputation as a safe-cracker. He 
left Los Angeles last June, and has 
been in hiding here ever since. 

Shortly after his arrival here the 
police were notified. by Chief Glass of 
Log Angeles that McCarthy was here, 
and they searched for him for months. 
The police located his wife, Mrs. Leslie, 
but could not find McCarthy. They 
shadowed Mrs. Leslie for days, and not 
long ago broke into her house on Fddy 
street, expecting to find the bank-rob- 
ber. They got into the wrong room, 
however, and McCarthy escaped. The 
police observed that Mrs. Leslie fre- 
quented Union Square, and she was 
followed there last night. McCarthy 
met her, and she gave him some money. 
They then got on a car and Officer Sul- 
livan made the arrest. 

McCarthy, according to thé police, 
was arrested in Seattle in 1892, with 
“Shorty” Adams and “Deafy” Con- 
nelly, for a safe-cracking job. Me- 
Carthy turned State’s evidence, and 
Adams and Connelly were sent to Walla 
Walla penitentiary for seven years. 

The police have another man under 
arrest, who is said to be a member of 
the Los Angeles gang, but they will 
not divulge his name. According to re- 
port here, a number of prominent peo- 
ple are implicated in the attempt to rob 
the Los Angeles bank, and sensational 
developments are expected. 


WHAT CHIEF GLASS SAYS. 


Bad Records of the Men Wanted in 
This City 

John McCarthy, the man mentioned 
in the San Francisca dispatch, has been 
anxiously sought for by the local police 
ever since last June, when the dis- 
covery was made of one of the boldest 
and most daring attempts at bank rob- 
bery on record. 

Fred L. Jones, the proprietor of the 
saloon at No. 112 Commercial street, 
from the basement of which the famous 
tunnel was started, and McCarthy left 
the city when the discovery was made. 
They were not the only ones who left at 
that time. A man named Stewart also 
disappeared. J. K. Stevens, said to 
have been a member of the gang, re- 
mained behind and was placed behind 
the bars on a charge of burglary. He 
was brought up for examination, but 
owing to the fact that the police had 
been unable to locate the other mem- 
bers of the gang, they could not secure 
sufficient evidence on which to hold 
him. He was discharged and a few 
days later brought suit against Detec- 
tive Frank Steele and the First Na- 
tional Bank for 000 damages for 
false imprisonment. The case has 
never come to trial, and, in view of re- 
cent developments, it is probable that 
it never will. Stevens has, it is as- 
serted, left the city and is now thought 
to be in Mexico. McCarthy and Stew- 
art bear unsavory reputations, and the 
police are finally convinced that they, 
together with Jones are the men who 
can throw a flood of light on the at- 
tempted robbery. Some time ago Stew- 
art, Stevens, McCarthy and Armstrong, 
together with another man, well known 
in this city, formed a partnership in the 
plumbing business. The members of 
the new firm: did not “hit it off” well 
together, and a disruption soon oc- 
curred. 

Stewart and Stevens then went into 
businese together and opened a plumb- 
ing shop on Commercial street. Their 
foreman was McCarthy. The men were 
good plumbers, and Stevens and Stew- 
art were, the police say, New York 
thieves as well as mechanics.

CROP CONDITIONS. 


September Report of the Department

The European agent of the depart- 
ment reports a general reduction from 
early estimates of the wheat crop, 
owing to unfavorable weather, which 
was particularly bad at harvest time 
in Central Europe, though fairly good 
westward.

ing was held in Cooper Union tonight 
under the auspices of the Campaign 
Committee of the McKinley League. 
Terrence V. Powlerly, late master 
workman of the Knights of Labor, was 
the chief speaker, and was followed by 
ex-Senator Warner Miller. The meet- 
ing was planned for wage-earners, and 
a very large audience was present 
early, and when the speaking began the 
large hall was crowded. 

Several Bryan men were present, and 
made their presence known by loud 
cheers for their candidate. This inter- 
ruption was speedily stopped by the 
police, after which the programme of 
the evening was carried out. Powderly 
said, in bart: 

Mr. President and friends: Did I 
believe an apology for my presence on 
this platform necessary, I would say 
that I am here because I believe the 
right of the American wage-earner to 
receive the highest rate of compensa- 
tion for service rendered, and the right 
to claim and receive the best kind of 
‘money in exchange for his labor should 
not be interfered with.“ 

Powderly then took up the Chicago 
platform and compared it with previous 
platforms of the Democratic party, 


ying: 

“The Democratic platform of four 
years ago pledged the party entering 
into power to overthrow the American 
system of protection, and with all his 
and their power, with all the force 
and influence at his and their ccm- 
mand, the man and party upon which 
the power was conferred, labored to 

lace the foreign workingman on a 

igher plane than his American com- 
petitor, and that platform was any- 
thing but meaningless. Four years ago

Pear inconsistent to the defenders of 
the Chicago platform to assert that 
they are opposed to English rule in 
America on the financial question after 
they have opened our ports to the 
product of English factory and mill? 
Our chief competitor in the domain of 
manufacture is England; and he must 
be an ignorant man, indeed, who will 
demand the abolition of our tariff laws 
and not know that the gainer by the 
abolition of these laws will be Eng- 


land. They tell us that the marufac- 


turers are ‘robber barons,’ and that 
the tariff which protects them and 


those who work for them is a robber 


tariff. Well, what of it? If workingmen 
will not organize, as the window-glass

-tecting other trades and cailings, they 
have themselves to blame for not se- 
curing all the advantages of protection.

Powderly then told how improved 
machinery had displaced hand labor in 
cities as well, and called attention to 
the great influx f immigrants who 
settle in the cities and work cheaply, 
and continued: 

“Here, then, are two causes, the in- 
troduction of improved machinery and 
administration combine together to 
lower the prices of products. What 
remedy does the Chicago platform of 
fer for this condition of affairs? That 
it recognizes such a condition is true,

We hold that the most efficient way 
of protecting American labor is to pre- 
vent the importatién of foreign pauper 
labor to compete with it in the home 
market,’ etc. There is a sample of 
statesmanship for you. They pitch 
their tents where the Knights of Labor 
extinguished their campfires twelve 
years ago. In those days we demanded 
that the importation of foreign labor 
under contract—not pauper labor, mark 
you—should be abolished. Those laws 
were passed in 1885 and today such a 
thing as the importation of labor is 
hardly known. Had these patriots who 
affect to talk in the name of labor been 
sincere, they would have inserted im- 
migration where they flaunt the word 
aking up the money question 
proper, Powderly said: 
They tell us that we lack money, 
that there is not enough in circula- 
tion, and that the mints should be 
started to coin silver in unlimited 
quantities for the good of labor. But 
just how the man who has no silver 
to be coined has been benefited has 
not been clear to us yet, and I will 
believe it will do the country more 
good to open our mines, mills and fac- 
tories to the unemployed than to open 
our mints to the unrestricted coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. That 
there is not enouvh money in circu- 
lation may be so, but it is because 
labor has not been employed, it is be- 
cause we have been importing rather 
than exporting. 

“From the city of Scranton alone la- 
boring men last year sent $49.000 in 
gold, or its equivalent, to foreign 
lands, and scarcely a dollar of it vent 
to Sngland. They sent this morey to 
their friends in the homes of the poor 
of Europe. Every dollar sent reduces 
the per capita circulation of our cur- 
rency. But what of it? So much per 
capita is a meaningless term, for it 
gives no man a dollar, and adds notn- 
ing to the wealth of man or cummon- 
wealth. Per capita circulation is a 
circulation which does not circulate, 
and no man can lay finger on a dol- 
lar of that per capita except in one of 
two ways—honest or dishonest--by la- 
bor of some kind or by theft of some 
kind. The per capita circulation is 
greater than it ever was in the United 
States, but so long as it lies idle 
through a lack of confidence, sv long 
as it is reduced each time a steamer 
lands its cargo of immigrants on these 
shores, the idle workmen can have 
no share in it. The money in circula- 
tion is what labor looks to, and not 
— idle dollars which do not circu- 
ate.” 

Passing to the Chicago strike, he sald 
the lawless element of the city and 
not the strikers rioted, and added: 

J do not approve of government by 
any other power than the will of the 
American people; but if we will have 
government by truckling, time-serving 
officials who fear to do thelr sworn 
duty, then we invite government by 
injunction. It was a gratuitous act on 
the part of the Chicago convention to 
indorse the inactivity of the Mayor of 
Chicago and the Governor of Illinols, 
but having done go its members should 
be reminded that honest labor in no 
way feels complimented by such doubt- 
ful recognition. Government by in- 
junction would never be known in the 
United States had government by in- 
competency not preceded it.” 

Powderly then efitered into a lengthy 
analysis of the free coinage of silver, 
declaring it would drive gold from the 
country and enhance the value of sil- 
ver at the expense of the people. 4 

“The proposition that the silver dol- 
lar is the poor man’s dollar is pure 
gush,” he said. “The workingman is 
entitled to this market. The gold dollar 
is as much his dollar as the dollar of 
the millionaire, and instead of joining 
in the shout for a cheap dollar, for free 
and unlimited coinage, he should in- 
scribe on his banner The best is none 
too good for me“! 

Powderly said that his attention had 
been called to an article in the Journal 
of the Knights of Labor, headed Then 
and Now,” in which it was attempted 
to show that he (Powderly) had sald 
“Damn the Republican party,” in 1838, 
while he now upholds the Republican 
party for doing the very things he 
condemned it for then. A letter was 
published in connection with the arti- 
cle which, it was claimed, Powderly 
had written in 1888, denouncing the 
Republican party. 

Fowderly said that any one who 
would publish such a personal letter 
was not worth answering. He had no 
recollection of writing such a letter, 
and had not even read it. He would 
denounce any party, however, that 
Was opposed to sound money, and 
adopted a platform directly opposed to 
the interests of the ers. 

Hon. Warner Miller was introduced 
and was greeted with great applause 
that lasted several minutes. In his 
speech Miller asserted that the de- 
pression in business and industrial cir- 
cles was a natural result of the Wilson 
tariff act and the free-silver agitation. 
In an extended argument he endeav- 
ored to show that the free coinage of 
silver would result disastrously to the 
laboring classes. Before adjournment 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

“The wage-workers of New York, in 
mass-meeting assembled, under the 
auspices of the McKinley League, ut- 
terly repudiate the teachings of the 
platform adopted by the Democratic- 
Populistic national convention at Chi- 
coga. We hold its doctrines to be dis- 
honest, unpatriotic and injurious to the 
best interests of the nation and the 
workingmen of the United States. The 
national honor and the nation’s prosper- 
ity are involved and depend upon the 
election of the Republican coandidates, 
and we therefore call upon wage-work- 
ers everywhere to support McKinley 
and Hobart.“ 


SILVERITES CONTROLLED. 


Proéeedings of the Pennsylvania 
Democratic State Convention. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) Sept. 10.—The 
silver men were in full control of the 
Democratic State Convention, which re- 
convened today. The plan to fuse with 
the Populists, giving them four of the 
thirty-two electors, was agreed upon. 
Matt Savage of Clearfield and Dewitt 
G. Dewitt of Bradford will be chosen 
as candidates for Congress-at-large. 

On the call of the delegates, not more 
than one-third of the original delegates 
to the Allentown convention answered 
to their names. The substitutes in 
nearly every instance were silver men. 
After the Committees on Resolutions 
and Credentials were announced, the 
convention took a recess until 3 o’clock, 
Chairman Ritter of the Resolutions 
Committee read the platform when the 
convention reconvened and when the 
name of Bryan was mentioned a scene 
of enthusiasm followed such as has not 
been seen in a Pennsylvania Demo- 
cratic convention in recent years. Cheer 
followed cheer, and nearly every dele- 
gate in the convention was on his feet, 
waving his handkerchief or a newspa- 
per in the air, and lifting his voice 
wildly for the national candidate. It 
was almost five minutes before Ritter 
could proceed with the platform. 

The platform indorsed Bryan and 
Sewall and pledged them a cordial and 
vigorous support. It also accepted the 
Chicago platform “as the expression of 
opinion of the majority of the duly- 
accredited representatives of Democ- 
racy of the United States upon the 
issues involved in the present political 
canvass.”” . 

Before the vote was taken on the 
adoption of the platform, Delegate 
James had scarcely started on his in- 
troductory speech. before the delegates 
manifested their impudence by shouts 
and cries of “Sit down.” The chairman 
and several delegates urged that 


James be fair play, saying. he 


could not influence votes by his argu- 
ment. 


Finally, when the speaker got a hear- 
ing, he called attention to the fact that 


three months ago atAllentown the Dem-

derats in convention adopted u- 
tions declaring for the gold standard,

silver candidate on a_ free -silver 
platform. He got no further. Hisses, 
groans, and a most unruly up- 
road drowned his voice. James 
continued to speak, but not a word he 
uttered could be heard. For about five 
minutes the uproar lasted. James did 
not read the protest, but filed it with 
the secretary. It said: 

‘To the reconvened Democratic State 
Convention of Pennsylvania: On behalf 
of those we represent we enter our ear- 
nest protest against the acts of this 

y, accomplished and proposed. We 
speak for those members of the Allen- 
town convention, constituting a large 
proportion of that body, who refuse to 
surrender Democratic principles or to 
accept the substituted heresies of Popu- 
lism. We deny the right of this con- 
vention to change a line of the body of 
the Democratic doctrine unanimously 
proclaimed at Allentown by the author- 
ized convention of our party. We es- 
pecially protest against your substi- 
tution of the so-called Chicago platform 
for the Allentown declaration of prin- 
ciples. We conceive the declarations of 
the Chicago convention to be unpat- 
riotic and un-Democratic. 

“On all these questions, the pressing 
questions of the hour, they violate-Dem- 
ocratic doctrine, ignore* Democratic 
precedent, falsify Democratic history, 
and trample on Democratic purposes 
and aims. For one hundred years, un- 
der the teachings of Jefferson, Jackson, 
Benton, Tilden and Cleveland, our 
party has maintained an unbroken 
front in the battle of sound money, 
correct financial principles; and the 
sanctity and inviolability of the pri- 
vate and public obligations, 

We denounce the action of the Chi- 
cago convention in refusing to indorse 
the wise, pure and patriotic administra- 
tion of Grover Cleveland. In reliev- 
ing the people from oppressive tariff 
laws, in purifying the civil service, in 
maintaining untarnished its financial 
credit, he has served his country and 
brought honor upon his party. In re- 
fusing to recognize and applaud these 
public services of a Democratic Presi- 
dent the convention but discredited it- 
self and honored him by contrast. 

“If, disregarding our protests and the 
rights of the Democrats of Pennsyl- 
vania, this convention insists upon en- 
grafting these un-Democratic principles 
in your platform, we reluctantly, but 
unalterably declare that we cannot 
follow it in its dishonoring and disas- 
trous venture.“ 

Thomas J. Emmons of Northampton 
replied to James, designating him as a 
“Mr. James of the Easton Trust Com- 
pany.” He said he did not represent the 
sentiments of the Northampton county 
Democrats, who last week declared for 
Bryan and free silver. Emmons said 
the resolutions at Allentown were cut 
and dried and prepared by bank presi- 
dents and pushed through by Chairman 
Wright and Mr. Harrity. The plat- 
form was then adopted. 

Snowden of Allentown then offered 
a resolution to depose William Har- 
rity as national committeeman and au- 
thorize Chairman Jones to fill the va- 
cancy. Donnelly moved to lay the res- 
olution on the table, and the motion 
was carried, 171 to 167. A motion to 
give the Populists four electoral votes 
and fuse with them was then carried, 

D. C. Dewitt and J. T. Hillman 
were named by acclamation ‘or Con- 
gressmen-at-large. The vacancies in 
the electoral ticket were fillei as fol- 
lowe: At large, Thomas Sterrett and 
L. M. Ireland, Populists; Thomas G. 
Delehanty, Democrat. 


The convention adjourned at 6 
o’clock, 


HE’S GOING TO Sr. 


Hot Stuff’? Watson Says He is Neces- 
sary to Bryan. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

ERIE (Kan.,) Sept. 10.—Hon. Thomas 
E. Watson, candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent on the Populist ticket, was the 
central figure at the county fair here 
today. Watson was accompanied by 
H. W. Reed, Populist national commit- 
teéman, who, it is said, is here to talk 
to the anti-Populist managers and 
make more reasonable terms for Wat- 
son’s chances in Kansas. 

About two thousand people, mostly 
farmers, greeted Watson when he be- 
gan his speech. The speaker said that 
the work begun six years ago had not 
been accomplished; instead, the situa- 
tion was worse. The South and the 
West, then, he said, made a written 
contract to agitate the tax question, 
and he asked that the West fulfill its 
contract and stand by the South. The 
time for the death of the Populist 
party had not yet arrived, he said, and 
continued: “For God’s sake do not de- 
sert the People’s party now, when the 
great work has just begun.” 

Getting to his nomination for Vice- 
President, Watson said, among other 
things: “I am not seeking to be taken 
on the Democratic ticket. I am no po- 
litical beggar. Nor is my party. The 
Democrats and Populists ought to 
unite. The ticket ought to be the St. 
Louis ticket. Bryan, the Democrat, and 
Watson, the Populist. Ain’t that right? 
(Cries of. That's right, that's right.“) 
I say that it is no surrender; it is a 
fair compromise. 

“Turn me down and you lose Texas, 
Tennessee and Kentucky. To elect 
Bryan, the People’s Party nominee for 
Vice-President must stay on the ticket, 
and I say Watson is going to stay.” 


POPS AT PUEBLO. 


Whether or not to Vote for Watson 
is the Question.

THEY ARE FOR HONEST MONEY. 

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Sept. 10.— 
The Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee today accepted the resignations of 
Sterling R. Holt, chairman of the State 
Central Committee, and Rufus Magee, 
member from Cass county. The silver 
delegates say no other resignations are 
expected. 

The letter of Chairman Holt was as 
follows: 

“I have reached the conclusion that 
it is my duty to pursue this course. I 
was chosen to the position I now resign 
about eight months ago. Since the ad- 
journment of the Chicago convention 
I have been the subject of unjust criti- 
cism and uncalled-for suspicion. Nor 


has this criticism and suspicion been 


confined to me, but it has been ex- 
tended to all the members of the com- 
mittee and of the Executive Commit- 
tee who heretofore have opposed the 
free coinage of silver. This unremittin 
fault-finding has so handicapped an 
crippled the committee as to almost 
disqualify it from doing efficient work. 
Personally, during my whole political 
career, I have been opposed to the doc- 
trine involved in the free coinage of 
silver, yet I did not see in this fact a 
sufficient reason for quitting the regu- 
lar organization of the party, and I 
have so stated. Nevertheless, in view 
of the condition of affairs I have above 
indicated, I feel that I owe it to my- 
self as a man, and to you, as a com- 
mittee, to step down and out.” 

Holt also read the resignation of Ru- 
fus Magee. Magee simply stated that 
he could not bring himself to the sup- 
port of the principles enunciated by 
the Chicago platform, and deemed it 
prudent to resign as a member of the 
committee.

A STORMY SESSION. 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Sept. 10.—A spe-

“The afternoon session of the Repub- 
lican convention was a most storm 
one, and at one time it looked as thoug 
the gold men would walk out of the 
hall. During a speech made by Col. 
Sanders, the leader of the gold men, he 
threatened to leave the hall, but he was 
persuaded to re n. During his 
speech, which was a very caustic and 
sarcastic one, and was frequently in- 
terrupted with cheers and hisses, the 
wildest confusion prevailed. 

“The trouble arose over the report 

of the Committee on Permanent or- 
ganization. There was @ majority re- 
port, signed by sixteen members of the 
committee, and two minority” reports 
one signed by five and the other by two 
members. The majority report was 
adopted after several hours of heated 
debate. It was on the adoption of this 
report that the two factions came near 
splitting. After the adoption of the 
majority report, the next order of busi- 
ness was the nomination for Governor. 
J. E. Rickards, the incumbent; Lieut.- 
Gov. A. C. Botkin and Col. Kessler were 
put forward. It required five ballots 
to elect. Rickards led in the third bal- 
lot. Botkin on the first, second, fourth 
and last. by a vote of 202 to 170 for 
Rickards and 4 for Kessler. An ad- 
journment was then taken until 8 
clock. 
“At 11 clock the ticket was com- 
pleted as follows: For Governor 
Alexander G. Botkin; Lieutenant-qGov- 
ernor, P. R. Dolman; Secretary of 
State, Louls Rotwitt; Treasurer, W. 
G. Webster; Auditor, A. L. Love: 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
J. R. Hendrix; Attorney-General, S. 
G. Murray; Associate Justice S. C. 
Grubb. The silver men then withdrew 
to allow the gold men to adopt a plat- 
form and nominate Congress and Mc- 
Kinley electors. 


FILLING THE WHOLE.

GAY PARIS A | 
Cyclone at the French 
Capital. 


A Large Ward in the Hotel Dieu 
Filled with Victims. 


The Section Around the Palais 
de Justice Ravaged. 


Saperstitious People Realise the 
Warning of Mile. Conesdon. 
Story of an Eye- Witness. 
Twenty-Nine Horses Killed. 


Mr ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

PARIS, Sept. 10.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A violent cyclone swept over portions 
of this éity at 2:30 o’clock. Ominbuses, 
cabs and stalls in the streets were 
overturned, trees blown down, store 
windows broken and carriages sunk in 
the River Seine. The firemen had to 
be called out. Many persons were in- 
jured on Rue Turbigo, Place de la Re- 
publique, Place St. Surplice and the 
Boulevard. 

The greatest damage was done at the 
Palais de Justice, all windows on the 
Rue de Harley side were smashed, part 
of the roof was blown away, and the 
corridors were filled with clouds of 
dust and branches of trees. The sit- 
tings of the court had to be hastened. 
The courtyard of La Chappelle was 
filled with debris. 

Paris is much stirred up and excited 
over the cyclone of today, which de- 
velops into a disaster of considerable 
proportions. The number of minor 
casualties and injuries to persons is 
large, and further reports are con- 
stantly being received. Over fifty in- 
jured have thus far been reported to 
one fire station alone, and five dead 
brought in. 

Several men and women had their 
skulls fractured by the falling of some 
gates behind which they had sought 
shelter from the storm. A cab driver, 
who had taken refuge in his cab, and 
his horses were killed together and the 
cab demolished. Nine members of the 
staff of La France were seriously in- 
jured, one having his skull fractured. 

At least a dozen persons were car- 
ried bodily tnto the Seine from the 
bridges and quays, and were rescued 
with the greatest difficulty, several be- 
ing injured and left in a critical condi- 
tion, so that they had to be taken to 
the hospitals. The breaking of the 
storm was accompanied by many dem- 
onstrations of fright by individuals 
and by crowds, the panic of one spread- 
ing to others, the lowering eky and the 
howling of the tempest filling the air 
with flying debris, freightening the 
crowds in the streets out of self-control. 

Everybody started to run, without 
much regard to obstacles, personal or 
otherwise, that might come in their 
way, and there was shouting and 
screaming to add to the confusion, The 
damage to property was widespread 
and serious. The first tempest of 
wind, which did most of the damage, 
was immediately succeeded by torrents 
of rain and cellars all over Paris are 
flooded. 

At Clichy the roadways of the Boule- 
vard National subsided several yards as 
a result of the washing away of the 
roadbed. The Quai des Orfevres shows 
a striking scene of desolation, buildings 
being damaged and looking as though 
swept by a torrent of rushing water. 
The cyclone only lasted one minute, 
but in addition to the damage already 
mentioned, considerable destruction 
was caused on and about the Pont 
Neuff, the Place du Chalet, the Obser- 
vatoire, the * and else - 
where in the neighborhood. 

From the Qual St. Michael to beyond 
the Pont Neuff, every tree was up- 
rooted, many barges were sunk, and a 
number of small boats were swamped. 
The crewg of the barges succeeded in 
escaping. One of the laundry boats of 
the Seine, where thirty laundrsses were 
at work, was sunk, and the women 
were saved with the greatest difficulty. 

The scaffolding of the courtyard of 
the Sainte Chapelle was blown away, 
and every pane of glass in the side of 
the Palace of Justice facing the river 
was smashed by uprooted trees. All 
the omnibuses struck by the cyclone 
were upset, passengers were 
more or less injured. 

The Prefecture of Police has issued 
a statement that only one person was 
killed in the cyclone. This understates 
the case. A large ward in the Hotel 
Dieu is full of victims, two of whom 
died tonight, and several others there 
and in the other hospitals are in a 
precarious condition. 

It is a curious fact that the cyclone 
chiefly affected the small area lying 
around the Palais de Justice and the 
Hotel de Ville. The cyclone appeared 
to be caused by two strong currents 
from the northwest and the southeast. 
The clouds rushed together and whirled 
around as they met, just over this area. 
There was no thunder and no simulta- 
neous movement at the central ob- 
servatory. The barometer in the Tour 
St. Jacques fell suddenly seven milli- 
metres. M. Melline, the Premier, vis- 
ited the scene of the disaster, in com- 
pany with the Prefect of Police. 

A member of Le Temps thus de- 
scribes the spectacle at the moment 
when the storm broke: “From the om- 
nibus on which I was riding I could see 
down the Quai des Orfevres and the 
Quai des Grandes Augustine. I sud- 
denly saw what appeared to be a tall 
pillar of smoke advancing from a dis- 
tance. I imagined that a large fire had 
broken out, but almost directly I saw 
that trees were being snapped, and 
countless chimneys hurled to the 
ground. But almost instantly the 
storm passed away. We were not 
touched, but the quais were impassable, 
and a scene of indescribable confusion 
followed.” 

Among the dead was a well-dressed 
man, apparently an Englishman, whose 
linen bore the initials “W. H.“ Numer- 
ous newspaper kiosks were overturned, 
and the inmates injured. The roof of 
the Opera Comique was blown down. 
The Ambigu Comique and the Folies 
Dramatiques theaters were both dam- 
aged. Twenty-nine horses were killed. 
Eight beer houses were damaged. The 
storm was preceded by darkness and by 
oppressive sultriness. 

There .was not the slightest disturb- 
ance in the Champs Elysee, the Made- 
line, the Are de Triomphe and the 
Bourse districts, beyond a heavy rain. 

The superstitious are finding much 
+o dweli upon in the fact that Mlle. 
Conesdon, the self-styled seeress, who 
claims to be inspired by the angel 
Gabriel and who has been the talk 
of Paris on account of her supposed 
gift of prophecy, for many months, 
predicted a storm like this, last July. 
Mile. Conesdon has many followers 
who are devout believers in her gift. 
One of her prophesies is that a uni- 
versal war will come within A year, 
resulting in the destruction of Eng- 
land’s power and accompanied by a 
revolution in Paris.

The operators of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, on the top floor 
of the Wilson Block, in hien the 
Kitchen is located, fled from their 
keys, thinking that the entire building 
was on fire, but they soon discovered 
this not to be the case.

She arranged that Lord 
Beaconsfield should sit at such a dis- 
tance from herself as would make any 
conversation between them impossible. 
He preceded her into the dining-room, 
and when she reached her chair she 
found to her surprise and annoyance 
that he was seated by her side. He 
soon essayed conversation with her, 
and she answered as curtly and frigidly 
as courtesy would permit. At last he 
said: Do you know that of all the 
public men of my time your father was 
the man I admired most?”

ST. PAUL, Aug. 27.—It is . 
to find St. Paul and Minneapolis dwell- 
ing together in harmony. In 1890 I 
had the misfortune to figure somewhat 
in the decennial census fight between 
these two prosperous cities, and must 
say that I did not approve of many 
things that were said and done. The 
outcome of the difficulty, however, was 


an honest count of population in both 


cities, and the best census ever taken. 
Today both St. Paul and Minneapolis 
realize this, and are much better off 
than if I had allowed the two inland 
ceususes to stand.

The scenery around St. Paul is at- 
tractive. Lakes and swift-running riv- 
ers and clear streams with fine wood- 
land combine to make the place full 
of attraction for visitors. Bancroft, the 
historian, said of St. Paul: 

“The delight which attended my visit 
to St. Paul will never be effaced from 
my memory. All published accounts 
of the Upper Mississippi Valley do not 
half express its beauty and attractive- 
ness. I have traveled a good deal in 
the world, and there are of our party 
many who have traveled more than I, 
and there was but one opinion, that 
for the union of grandeur and lovell- 
ness, of magnificent scenery, amenity 
and fertility, the region has not its. par- 
allel as an object of admiration and in- 
terest to the tourist, and still more as 
an inviting place of residence. The 
manner in which the river sweeps pas 
your city reminds me of Cincinnati, 
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and, like that city, St. Paul owes its 
rapid advancement not to the accident 
of its selection as the seat of govern- 
ment, but its naturnld adaptation to the 
purposes of inland commerce, which 
so exceeds in importance our foreign 
commerce. As to the future of this 
great central district of North America,

A SPANISH FETE. 


Feast of San Fernando as Celebrated 
in the Cathedral of Seville. 
(September Century) It was not une 
til the feast of San Fernando that we 
learned with what sumptuousness and 
stateliness the beautiful interior cculd 
array itself for its festivals, and with 
what fervor it could keep them Al- 
ready, on the eve of the great day, the 
royal chapel was hung with silken 
draperies; cloth-of-gold covered the 
royal tombs, the altar was a mass of 
golden plate, and people were crowded 
to Kiss the hands of the Virgen de los 
Reyes, the large, matronly Virgin, who 
wears a cap like that of the ladies of 
the Sacred Heart, and who holds the 
Child tn her arms. When we came to 
the cathedral its court was held by red- 
legged soldiers, grouped about the 
fountain at the base of pillars, on every 
step. Two sentinels paced up and down 
at the door of the Royal Chapel, which 
was filled with well-dressed men ard 
women in mantillas, crouched on the 
floor, sitting on low camp stools, lying 
face downward with hands outstretched 
to form a cross, or else pressing closely 
about the altar: for the curtain was 
raised above the coffin where Sen 
Fernando has lain these thousand 
years, and through the glass we could 
see the mummy-like head and the er- 
mine robes, and all the people prayed 
as if they meant it. 
We wandered back in the late after- 
hoon, in the hour just before sunset. 
Under the oranges and about the foun- 
tain the red-legged soldiers still ling- 
ered and loafed; but even as we came 
a bugle sounded, they fell into line, and 
marched across the court through the 
cloister, under the door with the eroce- 
dile above, and then into the Royal 
Chapel, where they formed on each 
side. The altar with its hundreds of 
candles made an almost blinding glory 
in the midst of the falling shadows, 
and wherever the silken bangt 
caught the light they shone with jew 
like splendor. But the service was 
very simple, the more solemn because 
of its simplicity. A monk in a black 
robe mounted into a pulpit half bid 
in a dusky corner. He recited a litany, 
and the people answered, and, without 
organ or accompaniment, a hymn was 
sung. 
Then he prayed aloud, not in Latin, 
but in Spanish, a prayer of thanks- 
giving that the country had been freed 
from the terrible Moors, a petition 
that they might never come again, that 
glorious St. Ferdinand should prevail, 
and that Spain should flourish for ever. 
With these words, which he fairy 
shrieked forth, he waved a frantic sign 
of the cross with his crucifix as he gave 
a blessing. The mass of officers drew 
their swords, the soldiers. grounded 
their arms with a erash and fell on 
their knees, the band burst into the 
national hymn, the color-guard 
marched to the altar and seized their 
flags, which had been left before the 
tomb all day. They saluted the hero 
of their country; the curtain dropped, 
shrouding him from sight; and then 
the band at their head, they marched 
out with a dignity which Rome in its 
best days never surpassed.

HAVE WE A CONSTITUTION? 


One first feels inclined to answer this 
question in the negative, so far us 
California is concerned. If we have 
laws to govern the State, then all such 
laws must be in harmony with the 
constitution of the State, or the courts 
will declare them nugatory and in- 
operative. But once a law is placed 
upon the statute books of the State, it 
should be enforced in such a way as 
to teach everybody that there is no 
man so high that he can successfully 
defy it; and no man so low as to be 
undeserving of its protection. 

We are led to this by the refusal of 
Secretary Wilcutt of the Market Street 
Railway Company of San Francisco 
to open out the books of that corpora- 
tion for the inspection of the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners. Mr. 
Wilcutt knows, if he knows anything, 
that the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners is a body created by the Legis- 
lature of this State, the judiciary com- 
mittees of which are generally com- 
posed of as good lawyers as the re- 
doubtable Mr. Herrin, of whom no- 
body outside of San Francisco’ ever 
heard until after Creed Haymond was 
dead; and that, if the act creating such 
board was unconstitutional, there have 
already been numerous cases in which 
its jurisdiction could have been at- 
tacked and declared illegal. And while 
the law creating that board is in force, 
we demand its enforcement if it takes 
every armed soldier in the National 
Guard. 

The late Edward Marshall, who was 
elected Attorney-General of this State 
and prosecuted the Southern Pacific 
Company for unpaid taxes, declared, in 
the course of his summing-up in that 
case, that “these rallroad lords have 
plundered everybody below them and 
corrupted every one above them.” It 
seemed like a very strong speech at the 
time, and the public applauded it. But 
as Marshall was a very poor man when 
elected and died worth $100,000. some 
seven, or eight years later, there was a 
strong impression in the public mind 
that the railroad had plundered some- 
body else in order to corrupt Mr. Mar- 
shall. :

ANOTHER MEXICAN LESSON. 


Christopher B. Ryer (and we may as 
well begin by saying his middle name 
is not Buckley) is a well-known busi- 
ness man of San Francisco and a son 
of Dr. Washington M. Ryer, whose 
wills kicked up nearly as much trouble 
in the courts of that city as did those 
of Senator James G. Fair. Some time 
ago, the firm in which Mr. Ryer is a 
partner sent him down to the City of 
Mexico to locate a branch house there, 
of which he was to have sole control. 
Mr. Ryer got back from there on Tues- 
day; and, according to an interview 
published in the Call, doesn’t want 
any more free-silver countries in his’n. 
The following are some of the most 
prominent features of his observations 
in the land of the Aztecs: 

“What he found there was very dis- 
couraging to the spirit of enterprise. 
Of the 425,000 inhabitants of the City 
of Mexico he found that about 300,000 
are beggars or peons working for 20 
cents per day Mexican money. Owing 
to cheap silver, prices of everything 
except labor are about twice as high 
as they are in the United States. This 
fact was strikingly illustrated on the 
train on which Mr. and Mrs. Ryer trav- 
eled.from San Francisco to El Paso. 
Nine dollars was the charge for a berth 
in a Uman coach. After the train 
c into Mexico $18 in Mexican 

y was charged for the same dis- 
tan On the buffet-car, before cross- 
ing the border into Mexico, a glass of 
lemonade cost 15 cents. After enter- 
ing Mexico the same glass of lemonade 
on the same car costs 30 cents in Mexi- 
can money. A room at a hotel, with- 
out board, costs from $2 to $4 per night. 
Meals cost twice as much as they do 
in San Francisco. In other words, 
prices have been raised to equal the 
difference between the bullion value 
and the coin value of silver. Mr. Ryer

Since the above statement was pub- 
lished in The Times, Senor Jose Ives 
Limantour, Mexican Minister of Fi- 
nance; has thrown some further light 
on the subject of Mexico’s debt. When 
he was in St. Louis, a few weeks ago, 
he said: 


“Legally, we have a double standard 
in Mexico, but practically it is a 
silver standard, as there is no 
gold in circulation. Every ounce 
of gold we produce is immedi- 
ately drawn out of our country by 
foreign nations. We coin silver at the 
ratio of 16% to 1. We do not coin gold, 
but as quick as it assumes its bullion 
form it leaves Mexico or is locked up 
in our vaults as the property of for- 
eigners. 

“Mexico has had four gold-bond is- ) 
sues since 1888 and a number of domes- 
tic silver-bond issues. The gold-bond 
issues aggregate about $100,000,000. 
Most of the bonds bear 6 per cent. in- 
terest. The interest on the gold bonds 
amounts to about $6,000,000 in gold an- 
nually, but when the time comes 
around to pay the interest we have to 
give up $12,000,000 of our money. 80 
we really pay double interest on our 
loan. Then, the question presents it- 
self what amount will it take to re- 
deem the bonds at maturity? It is a 
gues# now as to what we will owe at 
the time of redemption. 
up we will owe less; if it goes down it 
will take so much more of our money 
to pay our creditors. It’s all according 
to what our dollar will bring in the 
markets of the world.”

The idea 80 persistently urged by

THINGS IN MEXICO. 


WHAT A STOCKMAN SAYS ABOUT 
BUSINESS THERE. 


— 


Whe Benefit by Free Silver—High 
Prices and Lew Wagee—Laborers 
There net Paid as Much as 
Chinamen Get Here. 


Among the late arrivals in Los An- 
gecles from Mexico is F. E. Bellina cf 
Ban Diego, who has just returned from 
a five weeks’ business trip through 
the State of Chihuahua. : 

I went there, said Mr. Bellina to a 
Times reporter, for the express pur- 
pose of seeing what inducements that 
country, particularly the northern part 
of it, offered for business. eeping 
constantly in mind the silver ques- 
tion now agitating the people of the 
United States, I was anxious to see for 
myself how Silver, as a money stand- 
ard, operated in Mexico,-and I think 
I have preity well satisfied myself 
about it. Silver may be good here, 
but its goodness is all in one direc- 
tion. It is good for the capitalists, who 
met enormous rates of interest on 
loans, and it is good for manufactur- 


ers and inine-owners, who get labor 


for less than a Chinaman is willing 
to work for zn this country. But when 
it comes to the workingmen, silver 
may be sald to be their greatest ev, 


and for two reasons: 


It keeps down the rates of wages, 
while it doubles the prices of all com- 
modities they have to buy. 

t me give you an illustration of 
how it works in my business. I am 
a stockman, and I went to Chihuahua 
ro see what profits there were In rais- 
ing .cattle there for market. ! can 
make contracts, in fact, I have made 


Some. as I intend returning there, for 


the hire of twenty vaqueros for one 
year for $2200 Mexican silver money, 


for the whole twenty men. - This, as 


you will see, is at the rate of less than 
$10 a month, Mexican money, or lesa 
than $5 a month American money. And 
recollect that out of that pay they have 
to board and clothe themselves. 

Do not day laborers get any more, 


vou ask? No, they don’t. The aver- 


age laborer's pay there is three bits 
a day, Mexican silver, equal to about 
1$ cents a day American money. At 
that rate you can get all the workmen 
you want. Then they have to pay for 
everything they need, just about twice 
their money, as the same 
articles can be bought for here in 
American money. . the way, 
continued Mr. Bellina, oticed an ar- 
ticle printed in a paper down here 
copied, as it says, from the Atlanta 
Constitution, in which a Mr. Brown, 
traffic manager of the Western and At- 
lantic Railroad, says that free silver 
has made Mexico prosperous. Here 
is the article. I cut it out. I am sur- 
prised that this gentleman could make 
the statements attributed to him. It 
is very evident to me that he only 
talked with capitalists, mine-owners 
or manufacturers, on his trip through 
Mexico. He certainly never went 
among the workingmen and examined 
into their condition, or he would have 
found out that they were not enjoy- 
ing any huge prosperity, He would 
have learned that while they are will- 
ing to work. they live from one day to 
another, never have a dollar saved, 
could not save one if they wanted, 
because they do not get paid enough to 
do it. Mr. Brown also says, in this 
article, he can get as good a meal in 
a Mexican dollar, as 

e can this coun or an Ameri- 
can dollar.’ 1 would like to — what 
restaurant Mr. 
down there, for when 1 go back it 
will get my custom. As a matter of 
fact. and I speak from absolute expe- 
rience, you cannot get as good a meal 
in any part of Mexico that I have 
traveled over for $2 in Mexican money, 
as you can yet here for $1 of our 
monev. He also says, among other 
things, that he can buy as good boots 
there for six Mexican dollars as he. 
can get in the United States for six 
American dollars. Such a statement 
as that would be laughed at even in 
Mexico. You simply can’t.do it, and 
that is all there is about it. 

When Mexico increases her manu- 
facturing interests, Mr. Bellina said, 
she will not want to remain on a sil- 
ver basis. It will do as things are at 
nresent. In stockraising I believe there 
is money, but that is because there is 
a Food market for cattle on this side 
of the line, and, secondly, because the 
stockraiser can hire his herders for 
about $5 a month. instead of having 
to pav $30 a month, and more, as we 
have to on this side of the line. As 
I said, the prosperity existing in Mex- 
ivo is all on the side of the capitalist 
and manufacturer, the workingman is 
„not in it.” amd if by any accident this 
country should get down toa silver 
basis, the workingmen here would get 
4 — to about where workingmen are

FATALLY Sor. 


William lvins Kearse Killed by 
His Father- in- law. 


The Act Committed in Defense of 
Home and Family. 


The Tragedy Occurred at Santa 
Monica—The Dead Man Was of 
Good Family but a Fiend When 
Drank. 


Harassed by continued invasions of 
his home and desperate and repeated 
assaults and deadly threats agains: his 
step-daughter, J. M. Morris shot and 
killed his son-in-law, William Ivins 
Kearse at Santa Monica last evening. 
The unhappy affair was the culmina- | 
ion of a series of events which cruelly 
jarred the domestic harmony of the 
persons most deeply interested, and 
which have furnished any amount of 
gossip for the dwellers by the sea, It 
will rest with the Coroner’s jury to- 
day to say whether it was a case of 
justifiable homicide. 

Mr. Morris is a street-work contrac- 


tor, and has lived in Santa Monica 


for the past two years. He was for- 
rerly a resident of this city, and was 
a familiar figure about the City Hall, 
especially when bids for street work 
were opened. - 

Kearse was an eccentric individual, 
and he and his wife, who is Morris's 
stepdaughter, had lived in Santa Mon- 
ica for about a year. Kearse was re- 
ported to be a titled Irishman, and 
told many stories of great wealth he 
had possessed in Ireland. Among other 
things he said he had a large sum 
invested in American securities held 
at Belfast at the time of the Venezuela 
houndary dispute. These securi- 
ties, he said, declined heavily and he 
was forced to sell them at 4a great 
loss. Kearse was as peculiar in his 
dress as in other things. He wore short 
knee breeches and heavy wool stock- 
ings: in other particulars his garb 
impressed one as queer. He was about 
52 years of age. 

His widow is a singer of unusual ac- 
complishements, and she had appeared 
in public on many occasions, her voice 
not being of a common order. She has 
for nearly a year kept a millinery store 
on Third street, near Utah avenue, in 
Santa Monica, which place is near the 
business center. She and Mr. Kearse 
occupied rooms in the rear of the store. 
Kearse drove a fine horse and rig, and 
he and his wife attracted considerable 
attention whenever they went out for 
a drive. They lived happily, as far as 
the outside world knew, till the recent 
lamentable events came into public 
view. 

Although queer, Kearse was not at 


ordinary times supposed to be hard to 
get along with. But when liquor over- 
threw his reason he seemed to become. 
a very devil incarnate. While in such 
a condition about three months ago, it 
is said, he threatened his wife cruelly 
and thereafter his partnership with 
Morris in the grading business was dis- 
solved. The occurrence was kept a se- 
cret and it was not till last Monday 
night that drink bro t Kearse’s cruel 
doings to public notice. 

At that time he abused his wife again, 
and, it is said, assaulted her with a 
butcher knife. Clad only in her night 
robe she ran for her life to the house 
of her etep-father on Fourth street, 
near Railroad avenue, some two blocks 
away. Prompted evidently by his 
devilish drink-inspired instincts Kearse 
went to Morris’s house, and, with the 
butcher knife, started to break in. 
He made some slashes in the screen 
door and Mr. Morris fired three shots, 
none of which took effect. Police Offi- 
cer See was called, and, after getting 
Kearse away from the place, called 
Deputy City Marshal Webb, who staid 
on guard at the Morris house the rest 
of the night. The incident was the talk 
of the town, and, as remarked in The 
Times at the time, sensational later de- 
velopments were looked for. This ex- 
pectation was more than fulfilled. 

After that occurrence Mrs. Kearse 
separated herself from her husband, 
but continued attending to business at 
her store, being evidently almost ter- 
ror-stricken, however. Yesterday eft- 
ernoon Kearse came into the store, 
seized his wife by the throat, and, after | 
choking her, attempted to smash her 
head with a big glass bottle. Although 
he was a powerful man, she succeeded 
in eluding his grasp, and ran out of the 
store. He did not immediately follow, 
and she, without making outcry, ran 
to her stepfather’s house, where she 
had before sought protection. (Officers 
Webb and Forsyth attended to Kearse. 

Kearse went to the races, driving his 
horse and buggy. At about 5:30 p.m., 
after the racing was concluded, a 
Times reporter saw him, evidently the 
worse for liquor, drive along Fourth 
street to the Morris residence, rein his 
horse in along the driveway and drive 
to the rear of the house, where he 
stopped. He jumped from the buggy 
and went to the rear door of the house. 
He made some remarks, accompanied 
by loud and unseemly drunken laugh- 
ter. After perhaps a minute the re- 
porter saw him return to the buggy, 
make a short turn, drive out nearly into 
the street, back his horse till he was 
again even with the house, start ahead 
again and go out into the street, make 
a short turn and drive back into the 
Morris grounds, following the drive- 
way to the rear of the house; stop for 
a moment near the rear door, turn 
again and drive out, giving his horse 
several sharp cuts with a whip mean- 
while. Kearse drove away, but scarcely 
half an hour later it appears he drove 
back to the place. 

Two shots close together were heard, 
and the cry went up that some one had 
been shot. The Times reporter ran to 
the place, and just as he reached it, Mr. 
Morris was seen coming from the house 
to the alley in the rear, his hands up- 
lifted, and a-pistol, pointing downward, 
held in one of them. Kearse, fatally 
shot, was lying at the foot of the steps 
in the rear of the house. 

Morris remarked that “it had been 
done,” or something to that effect, and 
gave himself up to Deputy Constable 
Kennedy, who kept him nominally in 
custody. Deputy Marshal Elliott and 
a deputy sheriff took temporary charge 
of the body, and a physician was sum- 
moned. Kearse’s head was pillowed on 
the lower step of the piazza. The death 
rattle was heard in his throat, and he 
made a few gasps for breath. By the 
time that Dr. Place had arrived life 
Was extinct. The dead man’s horse, 
apparently realizing that something 
was wrong with his master, sent forth 
a neigh that was almost like a human 
sobbing, and was pitiful to hear. 

The body was removed to Guidinger’s 
undertaking rooms. The Coroner was 
notified, and an inquest will be held 


this morning. A cursory examination |

ness the tragedy it was learned that 
Kearse attempted to break in the rear 
door, whereupon he was shot from 
within. The weapon was a double-bar- 
reled shotgun, loaded with buckshot. A 
piece of matting hanging from the top 
of the door was punctured at two 
places a few inches apart, and some 
five feet above the door sill. Kearse’s 
only remark after the shooting appears 
to have been that he was “done for.” 
The shot took effect near the right nip- 
ple. A part of his necktie was driven 
two inches into the wound. Death was 
caused by a hemorrhage from the 
wound. 

Dennis Johnson, a colored employé at 
the Arcadia Hotel, saw the flash from 
the shots, and saw Kearse fall from 
the piazza, which is four or five steps 
in height. Morris consulted him attor- 
neys, and was strictly cautioned to 
make no statement whatever regarding 
the tragedy. Mrs. Kearse was pros- 
trated with excitement. | | 

Public feeling seems to favor Morris. 


HIS FATAL SLEEP. 


Unknown Man Killed by an Electric 
Car. 
Death ended the drunken sleep of a 
man early last evening on the Santa 
Monica electric road, near the little 
Station of Sherman. Between 7 and 
8 o'clock the motorman of a west- bound 
car, when about a mile and a half west 
of Sherman, saw the head of a man 
lying on tne track, just in front of his 
car. He made a frantic effort to stop 
the car but it was too late, and an 
instant later the car struck the man. 
As soon as the car could be brought 
to a standstill the monorneer and con- 
ductor got off and picked the man up. 
He was dead; his neck was broken. The 
body was placed on an incoming car 
and brought as far as Bellevue ave- 
nue, where Orr & Hines’s undertaking 
en took it and brought it to the 

The man, whose name cannot be 
learned, was seen at Sherman shortly 
before the accident. He had been drink- 
ing heavily, and was last seen going 
west The motorneer of an east-bound 
car saw him staggering along the track 
and stopped the car. 

At the place where the accident oc- 
curred there is a dense growth of weeds 
near the track. The man’s body was 
entirely hidden from view, only his 
head, which was lying on the track, be- 
ing visible. 
An examination of the body at the 
morgue showed that besides having his 
neck broken, the man’s right arm had 
been fractured and his head cut and 
bruised. He wore a pair of overalls, 
and had in his possession two hats and 
two pairs of socks. There was a 
quantity of glass in his pockets, the 
remains of a whisky bottle, but there 
were no papers which would serve to 
identify him. 5

The last ebullition of the push, the 
last attempt to maintain its prestige 
by the methods that have nmde “ward 
politics” a nuisance and a stench m 
the nostrils of decent people, was a ruf- 
flAaniy assault by a cowardly ftceler 
named Sam K. Adams, one of Lindiey’s 
pet henchmen, upon the Rev. C. C. 
McLean, a man whose calling, which 
forbids him to be a brawler, should 
give him immunity from such attacks. 
The Rev. McLean, moreover, is a sr-all, 
slight man, gentle and quiet in de- 
meanor, a man whom none but an ig- 
norant brute would Strike. When 
Adams rushed across the hall, enraged 
because Dr. McLean had exposed his 
rascality and compelled the convention 
to do what the Credentials Committee 
should have done and has no decént 
excuse for not doing, and struck the 
preacher in the face, he unintentionally 
served the cause for purer politics and 
completed the work of pitching bossism 
into the gutter, where it had its birth 
and where it shall find its*grave.

THE PROCEEDINGS. 


Promptly at 10 o’clock, Chairman F. 
W. Wood of the County Committee 
began trying to call the convention to 
order. The delegates were so busy 
pulling wires that no attention was 
paid to him, until he borrowed a big 
Democratic hickory cane and pounded 
a table. making more noise than the 
push was making in the hall. 

Slowly the delegates trickled from 
the aisies into the seats assigned to 
them, and in a few minutes something 
like order was secured, and Secretary 
Conrad read the official call for the con- 
vention. Chairman Wood made a very 
brief speech, in which he spoke of the 
gravity of the political issues hefore 
the country, and urged the delegates to 
let no local questions obscure the main 
purpose of the party, the carrying of 
California for McKinley. There was 
applause at the mention of the name

the rest of it. Of course Orator Haskell 
sprung the name as a gfand climax, a 
surprise, and paused dramatically for 
an outburst of enthusiasm. The en- 

m missed fire, and failed to 
burst. There was some applause from 
the Second and Third Ward delegations 
and one corner of the Fourth Ward 
piped feebly. 

E. E. Danforth of the Fourth Ward, 
in a brief, business-like speech, nom!- 
nated Capt. Gilbert E. Overton, whose 
name was cheered loudly. 

W. W. Holcomb of the Seventh Ward 
nominated H. F. Storrs. 

Henry Glase seconded the nomina- 
tion of Meserve, F. G. Teed and G. W. 
Hawkins 1 Overton, and Dr. 
Wernigk ved that the vote be taken 
by city wards and county precincts. 
Roberts of Gahuenga proposed the se- 
cret ballot, but A. B. Campbell stoutly 
opposed the proposition and persuaded 
the convention to vote openly. As the 
precincts were called, chairmen of del- 
egations announced the vote, which 
was as follows:

The vote was announced by the sec- 
retary as 156, 341 and 51, but the above 
is the correct addition. 

Capt. Gilbert E. Overton was de- 
clared elected temporary chairman of 
the convention, and was greeted with 
cheers as he stepped upon the plat- 
form. 

Capt. Overton, square-shouldered, 
stocky and soldierly, a typical regular 
army man, thanked the convention, 
said he would try to be absolutely im- 
partial and asked the delegates to as- 
sist him in maintaining order. He 
said he had never been celebrated as 
an orator, all his loud talking having 
been in the line of cursory remarks to 
government mules in Arizona, a style 
of oratory not just suited to a Re- 
publican convention. 

The captain’s speech was brief, sen, 
sible and business-like, and it placed 
him upon a good footing with the dele- 
gates -from the start. He kept his 
promise of impartiality, and insisted 
upon fair play all around. 

Several nominations for secretary 
were made, and the convention would 
have been delayed an hour or more in 
balloting had not Louis Thorne moved 
that the whole lot be elected and that 
Conrad do the work while the others 
should look on. Four or five secre- 
taries were elected. Several members 
attempted to offer resolutions out of 
order, but the only one considered was 
a resolution declaring county officers in- 
eligible to seats in the convention. 

he convention, after much tangling 
of parliamentary law, took a recess 
until 1:30 to give the chairman time to 
appoint Committees on Credentials, 
Resolutions and Permanent Organiza- 
tion.

At 1:30 p.m. the convention reassem- 
bled, and Chairman Overton announced 
the committees as follows:

It was nearly 5 o'clock when thé 
Committee on Credentiais reported. Its 
session was secret, and upon motion of 
J. 8. Wilson of Santa Monica, who ap- 
parently feared to have the press and 
public know what was to be done, the 
reporters were excluded. The commit- 
tee reported the list of delegates ae 
made up originally by the secretary of 
the County Committe, with the excep- 
tion of the delegates from Santa Mon- 
ica No. 1. In that case the contesting 
delegates, C. F. Webber, H. Oding and 
Oding and Frank Stent were seated. 

The committee reported as a delegate 
from precinct twenty-nine, Ward Four, 
Thompson K. Adams, the fellow who 
played the tricke of a heeler and bal- 
lot-box stuffer upon Rev. Dr. McLean. 
A delegate from the Fourth Ward 
moved to strike out the name of 
Adams, on the ground that the name 
was ficfitious and fraudulent. Dr. Mc- 
Lean spoke to the question, and gave 4 
history of Adams's trickery. He said 
that he (Dr. McLean) had consented 
to enter politics in the interest of clean 
elections, honest count and good gov- 
ernment, and had encountered fraud 
and chicanery at the start. There was 
no such name as “Thompson K. Adams 
on the register, in the directory or 
anywhere else. The Committee on 
Credentials had refused to hear his 
statement and refused even to hear the 
testimony of delegates elected on the 
same ticket with the fictitious Adams, 
although those men were anxious to 
expose and repudiate the fraud. Dr. 
McLean said he did not contest for the 
seat, but for the principle, and he 
would not be a delegate even if seated. 

Adams, impudent and insolent, strode 
down the aisle, faced the delegates and 
began: “This man talks about his hon- 
esty. I'll till you about that reverend 
man and his honesty.” 

Hisses and cries of “Put him cut!“ 
burst forth, and the chairman pounded 
the table to restore order. 

“The man shall have a hearing,” 
said Capt. Overton, but I tell him that 
he shall not make personal attacks.” 

Adams continued: “I went to that 
‘ere reform club, and said I was ag 
much a reformer as any of dose guys, 
but when they said they was only try- 
ing to reform de city and didn't know 
nothing about no natjonal politics, I 
quit em. I couldn't afford to travel 
with that kind of people, see?“ 

A burst of Homeric laughter greeted 
this declaration of political virtue, fol- 
lowed by alls of time“ and demands 
for the question. 

Adams attempted to justify his trick- 
ery by declaring that his full name was 
Sam Thompson K. Adams; that he was 
so christened and recorded, but he 
made only an impression of unveracity, 
and the convention voted almost unani- 
mously and with great vigor to fire him 
out and seat Dr. McLean. About half 
a dozen of the push voted to keep 
Adams in. | 


A RUFFIANLY ASSAULT. 

When the convention took a recess at 
5 p.m., Sam K. Adams, who wore the 
_badge of sergeant-at-arms, pushed 
across the hall and made an unexpected 
and cowardly assault upon Rev. C. C. 
McLean Adams struck a vicious blow, 
which would have inflicted severe dam- 
age had not a bystander partly inter- 
cepted it by seizing his arm. The blow 
landed obliquely upon the left side of 
Dr. McLean’s head, leaving a broad 
red mark. Adams attempted to strike 
again, but George Gard sprang for- 
ward, seized him and hurled him out 
of the hall. Many delegates severely 


McLean’s assistance and escorted him 
from the hall, prepared to protect him 
from further violence at the hands of 
Adams. 

Dr. McLean would not make a com- 
plaint against Adams, but other dele- 
gates insisted upon taking legal steps 
to punish. the fellow, and a warrant 
for Adams on a charge of battery was 
procured by W. R. Bacon, and served. 
Adams was arrested and placed under 
bonds of $200. 


EVENING SESSION. 

The convention reassembled in Turner 
Hall at 7 p.m. and as soon as it was 
called to order, Delegate Meserve ob- 
tained the floor and said: “I had al- 
ways supposed that to be a Republican 
was to be a brave man. I had supposed 
that never in a Republican convention 
would be allowed a thing that should 
bring shame to the face of a brave man. 
Yet we saw today Sam K. Adams do 
what no brave man ever did. We saw 
him strike Rev. Dr. McLean in the face. 
I move that, in token of condolence and 
respect this convention invite Dr. Mc- 
Lean to a seat in this hall, and that 
S. K. Adams be requested to remove 
his badge as sergeant-at-arms, and 
leave this hall immediately.” 

A dozen delegates sprang to their 
feet to second the motion, and it was 
carried with a unanimous roar. The 
chairman added a very positive order 
to Adams to get out of the hall and 
stay out, Adams sneaked out before 
Capt. Overton’s remarks reached him. 

The report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, as amended, was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Or- 
ganization, naming the permanent of- 
ficers and fixing the order of business 
was adopted. The officers named were 
Chairman Capt. Overton; secretaries, 
J. D. Fredericks, A. A. Bailey, J. L. 
Moore, J. P. Goytino, J. C. Platt. 

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 

Gen. A. B. Campbell asked for the 
floor on a question of personal privi- 
lege, saying that he desired to make 
a statement and then resign his seat as 
a delegate, and be on an equal footing 
vith other candidates for judicial of- 

ce. 

Objections were made, and the ques- 
tion was put, resulting in the granting 
of the floor to Gen, Campbell. Stepping 
to the platform, Gen. Campbell spoke 
with great energy, earnestness and feel- 
ing, until finally interrupted by the 
chair. He said: “My sole purpose in 
coming here as a delegate was to an- 
nounce myself as a candidate for Su- 
perior Judge. My reason for doing this 
is that every man whom I have re- 
quested to present my name seems to 
have had an impression that I am 
mentally and physically unsound. 
know where and how that impression 
originated. It had its origin in the 
heart and mind of one man, a man I 
once called friend: I have ben charged 
with insanity,and while that charge was 
partially true, as a whole it was false. 
I was wrongfully charged in the pres- 
ence of a Judge of the Superior Court, 
and the conduct of that man was such 
that I never can forgive him. I had 
acute melancholy mania, because of 
sorrows in my life.“ 

Here the chairman interrupted and 
said it was not proper for the general 
to arraign a Judge of the court in that 
manner. 

The general resumed: “I shall retire 
and still be a candidate for judge 
against the man who has done me this 
wrong. I ask you to vote for me as 
against him if you can do so. If you 
think I am insane, vote against me. I 
will not put a proxy in my seat, be- 
cause the proxy would vote for me, 
and I will not take that advantage of 
my enemy.” 

George P. Phibbs attempted to reply 
to Gen. Campbell and defend Judge 
Smith, but was ruled out of order, and 
the painful incident was closed. 

The convention resumed business and 
listened to the report of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, presented by E. E. 
Danforth. The report was as follows:

WEAK OPPOSITION TO PERKINS. 

When Mr. Danforth read the resolu- 
tion indorsing Senator Perkins, the 
convention applauded with more en- 
thusiasm than had been elicited by any- 
thing previously said or read. 

Dunham of the Second Ward, on be- 
half of the push, eaid he thought it a 
bad move to give instructions, and he 
moved to strike out the resolution. 
The convention was in no mood to lis- 
ten to be discredited railroad peons, 
and Dunham’s motion was voted down 
with impatient celerity, the push piping 
a very weak “yea.” T 
were adopted without further debate. 

Chairman Overton called Mr. Me- 
serve to the chair, and the business of 
assessing delegates and appointing a 
new county committee was rushed 
through. 

NOMINATIONS. 

The convention proceeded to the 
nomination of candidates for Superior 
judges. Nominating speeches were 
limited to three minutes. F. P. Mul- 
ford named Lucien Shaw, F. G. Teed 
named George W. Holton, G. P. Phibbs 
named B. M. Smith, E. A. Meserve 
named W. H. Clark, H. Glaze named H. 
A. Pierce, G. I. Cochran named M. T. 
Allen, S. W. Burke named C. C. Me- 
Comas, J. A. Buchanan named W. A. 
Cheney, H. C Austin named N. P. 
Conrey, W. R. Bacon named Lewis A. 
Groff, Alvin Mudge named W. T. Wil- 
liams. 

During the balloting, Acting Chair- 
man Teed discovered that Sam Adams 
was again in the hall, having returned 
after his release on bail. Mr. Teed 
stopped all business and ordered the 
sergeants-at-arms to remove Adams, an 
order that was promptly and zealously 
obeyed. Business was then resumed.

REPORT FOR THE EIGHTH b. 
VISION FOR THE PAST YEAR. 


Nearly Nine Million Miles Traveled 
and Over Fogr Huandred Million 
Pieces of Mail Matter Handled, 
Passengers by Steamer. 


A dispatch from San Francisco says 
the report of the postal work in the 
eight division for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1896, has just been made publio 
by Superinjendent Flint. The district 
includes Alaska, Arizona, Idaho, Cali+ 
fornia, Oregon, Utah and Washington, 
In the month of June mails were car- 
ried on 12,292 miles and sixty lines of 
railway, and upon nine steamboat lines. 
There were 148 cars in use, and a total 
of 266 clerks employed. The total num- 
ber of miles traveled was %,786,544; 
468,788,800 pieces of mail matter were 
handied, and. only 24,523 errors were 
made. The average record made by the 
clerks in examinations for accuracy ia 
distributing mall was 98.93 per cent.

GENERAL RUSINESS TOPICS. 
PRIMITIVE MEXICAN MACHIN- 
ERY. An observant traveler who has 
been making a trip through Mexico 
notes many interesting and curious 
things which he encountered in that 
country and describes them in a letter 
published in the American Grocer. In 
regard to the primitive character of 
the machinery used in Mexico this 
writer has the following to say: 
“Corn is one of the staple products 
of the country and is raised and sold 
everywhere. The machinery for grind- 
ing the corn is of the simplest and 
most primitive style, and is the same 
as used by Egyptians in the time of 
the Ptolemies. A woman goes down 
on her knees before a flat stone, about 
two feet square, and covers it with 
grains of corn, takes a stone about the 
size of a brick in each hand and rubs 
and pounds until the corn is reduced to 
the proper firmness. .. .

Money 
is somewhat easier to obtain than it 
has been during the past few 
weeks. It is true that a high rate of 
interest is demanded, and that loans 
are only made in any amounts that 
show a good margin of value in the 
security over the amount of loan. 
Lenders as a rule object to advance 
more than about 35 per cent. of the 
actual value of the property, and they 
ask from 8 to 10 per cent. net, which in 
the city fs equivalent to about 11 to 
13 per cent. gross. 

Agents who have money to lend or 
mortgage complain that a great ma- 
jority of would-be borrowers ask alto-

LOANS AND LAND. 

Nearly all the money that is now in 
the market to lend is in the hands of 
private individuals, as the banks are 
at present confining their loaning 
operations to approved notes. During 
the past few months it is estimated 
that considerable more than $56,000,000 
has becn withdrawn from the banks of 
the State by timid depositors, and hid- 
den away in safe-deposit boxes, stock- 
ings or other receptacles. It is easy to 
see that these people will soon get 
tired of having their money idle, and 
will try to make it earn something, 
especially after the recovery of their 
first fright. Indeed, many of them 
are already beginning to look around 
for safe loans or investments, and this 
is why there is every prospect that 
there will be a healthy improvement in 
the real estate market very shortly. 
While securities and business enter- 
prises of all descriptions. are likely to 
suffer from the uncertainty of the com- 
ing two months, real estate investment 
is likely to be stimulated, as it is gen- 
erally conceded that land is the safest 
form of wealth. 

THE CHINO RANCH. 

Considering the large amount of 
money involved in the transaction, and 
the extensive development that will 


A few days ago Claus Spreckels was 
here and spent a day at Chino. Mr. 
Easton met him before he left, and he 
said to him: “While it is possible that 
I may not see it, I predict that within 
ten years California will be the great- 
est sugar-producing State in the Union, 
and not alone on one portion of it, but 
all over it, will factories spring up and 
add to the general result.” 

It will undoubtedly be the policy of 
the new company, outside of the beet- 
sugar interests, to dispose of all the 
cattle on the ranch, and open up its 
20,000 acres of land that has heretofore 
been used for pasture for the cultiva- 
tion of grain and of cereals generally. 
In the hill lands, so-called, which are 
low rolling hills to the west of Chino, 
there are thousands of acres of magnifi- 
cent valey land, suitable for dairy 
and general farming purposes, which 
will be surveyed within the next thirty 
days, and it is the intention of the com- 
pany to have every inch of the land 
rented for some farming purpose before 
the Ist of January. A desirable class 
of farmers from near and far will be 
invited to come and settle there, and 
be assured of help, if they will am- 
gently conduct their share of the work. 

Riverside parties are already offering 
to put in a creamery there and extend 
the present dairy, now on the west side 
of the ranch, so as to fit up a creamery 
that shall be of capacity sufficient to 
care for all the milk that can be pro- 
duced on the ranch, in small dairy 
farms in the hill section. 

The closing of this transaction at the 
present time, when there is so much ex- 
citement in regard to financial matters, 
is very significant, as showing that 
British investors have ample confidence 
in United States land investments. 


CONCERNING STREET GRADING. 


A week or two ago the City Council 
adopted a resolution to grade, gravel 
and curb East Ninth street, from Cen- 
tral avenue to the Los Angeles River, 
the estimated cost of which improve- 
ment was set at $1.60 per front foot 
for each side of the street. This 
would mean considerably more than 
the property east of Santa Fe avenue 
has been assessed for during the past 
few years. 

This section was divided into lots in 
the summer of 1887, toward the end of 
the boom, and there was a great rush 
to invest there among smaller specula- 
tors, very high prices being paid, while 
lots sometimes changed hands two or 
three times in the course of a week at 
constantly increasing figures. For one 
fifty-foot lot near Eighth, between Ala- 
meda street and the river, as much as 
$1500 was paid in the fall of 1887. 

As The Times has frequently stated, 
this section is destined to fill up with 
factories and small cottages, but it will 
take some time to effect such a change, 
and meantime to place such an expen- 
sive improvement upon property that 
has been in many cases held by poor 
men, who have hoped against hope to 
see a chance to sell out at reasonable 
figures, would amount in many cases 
almost to confiscation. 

Besides this, there is at present no 


ness in the hands of irresponsible real 
estate agents. It is just as esential 
that they should have sufficient capital 
as it is for the merchant or the banker, 
and if the clients would investigate the 
financial standing of agents before 
trusting their accounts to them, the 
danger of loss by failure would be much 
less. Reputation alone would not do. 
J. J. O Farrell had that in abundance, 
but it will not ald him to pay over 10 
cents on the dollar. * ' 

“Some real estate men think that the 
law should protect the landiord client. 
In this class is A. 8. Baldwin of Bald- 
win & Hammond, one of the vice- - 
dents of the Merchants’ Association, 
who spoke yesterday a# follows: “I 
think that all agents Who collect rents 
should pay a quarterly license to the 
city on the basis of a quarter of 1 per 
cent. on their monthly business. Prob- 
ably the rent collections in San Fran- 
cieco are between $1,000,000 and $2,000,- 
000. This would create a fund of be- 
tween $25,000 and $80,000 annualiy, 
which might be devoted to street pur- 
poses. In addition the rent collection 
agents should be required to deposit 
in some bank or safe deposit securities 
to be approved by the bank commis- 
sioners to the extent of not less than 25 
per cent. of their monthly collectione. 
Their books should be subject to ex- 
amination by the commissioners, who 
should be required’ to ascértain yearty 
that the securities deposited by the real 
estate agents were proportionate to the 
business traneacted by them. This 
could only be done by an act of the 
Legislature. The securities should be 
held as a reserve to insure against loss 
those persons for whom rent was ¢col- 
lected. It is evident that this would 
be of benefit to them, and I think it 
would drive out of the business many 
undesirable parties.“ 

The Argonaut coniments upon the 
failure as follows: 

“We observe by the daily papers that 
the real estate firm of O’Farfell & Co. 
has ‘failed,’ ‘made an assignment,’ or 
‘gone into bankruptcy,’ as variously 
stated in various journals. We do not 
understand this. We should like to be 
enlightened. How can real. estate 
agents ‘fail’, How can agents for other 
people ‘become bankrupt’? We take it 
that the business of real estate agents 
is handling other people's property— 
for a consideration; the collecting of 
their rents—for a consideration; the 
purchase of property—for a considera- 
tion; the sale of their property, for a 
consideration; the care and custody of 
their property—for a consideration. How 
agents, acting in a fiduciary capaelty 
and purely as the trusted agents of 
others, can become ‘bankrupts’ we can- 
not begin to understand. We hope the 
court will shed some light upon this 
dark subject. But, in the meantime, the 
clients of these bankrupt agents must 
feel slightly perturbed. They have rea- 
son to be so. There is a legal maxim, 
‘Qui facit per alium, facit per se.“ It 
is to be hoped that these agents, in 
‘failing,’ did not ‘fail’ for their princi- 
pals, but ‘failed’ for themselves alone.”

The Chino ranch, most of which is 
located in San Bernardino county, some 
of it overlapping into Orange and Los 
Angeles counties, comprises 40,000 acres 
of land, which was selected at an early 
date, when land in Southern California 
could be had almost for the asking. 
The ranch has been chiefly known dur- 
ing the past few years as the locatipn 
of a large beet-sugar factory. The sale 
includes the entire ranch, with all the 
personal property, including the racing 
stables, and is the result of negotia- 
tions that have extended over a year. 

In March last the contract of sale and 

urchase was made between the Chino 

neh Company and Richard Gin, on 
one side, and John Farquhar Gilmore 
of London, representing English inves- 
tors, it being understood that the final 
purchase was to be closed by J uly 26. 
In July is was decided to orgarizce: a 
corporation under the title of the Cal- 
Beet Sugar Estate and Land 


Company, Limited, and lcorporated 


under the laws of California, with Eng- 
lish direction and California manage- 
ment. The property ‘s now in the 
hands of the above-named cumpany.

John Farquhar Gilmore of London
